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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 29-31 , applicant argues 
"the identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is contained in the claim". This argument is not convincing. Applicant's 
claims are apparatus claims and applicant has described the function of an instruction set as being apparatus structure. The instruction 
set is not structure. With respect to the arguments against the rejection of claims 16-21 , 23-27, and 32-38, 102(a) Toshiba Corp describes 
"wafer ... is cut with shallow cutout by a daimond scriber or laser scriber" and subsequently "the pellets are cut in sufficient depth by a 
dicing saw or blade scriber". In other words, multiple passes are described and performing a narrow scribe step after a wider scribe step 
provides all narrow scribe energy for the target and not for repeating a wide scribe. With respect to the arguments against rejection of 
claims 16-21, 23-27, and 32-38, 103(a) Toshiba Corp describe dicing a wafer with first and second cut steps, NEC shows first wide scribe 
and second narrow scribe, Boyle et al describe plural laser passes in the formation of a precisely formed slot. 
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
